If we are in a position to do same ourselves 
alright, but the column this month will be for those who must call in on 
outside man.- 

To point out a good example of poor service here in his own words is 
vant happened to Paul Swartz of Gibsonburg, Ohio. 

“Our local serviceman is a fine man and I mean this incident as no 
discredit to him, but I'm afraid that he goofed in installing a new an- 
-tenna for me last spring, The antenna,a Trio Zephyr Royal,seemed to work 

fairly well on most channels,but had very sloppy directivity,with the 
reception from channels better from the rear.Inspecting the installation 
with binoculers,I scaw.the trouble immediately, This antenna is designed 
.to take a lead-in at the rear of.a set. of three dipoles ,but the lead-in 
had been coriected at the center divole instead. Quoting’ the serviceman~ 
-"It“took less line,ard the dipolés are sll connected together enyway."
